Village Improvement society was held in 
aig the lower town hall Monday evening. 

The hall was attiactively decorated 
with palms, flowers, screens, rugs, and 
flags.

Miss Emma J. Lincoln read the report 
of the last aunval meeting. She then 
read her annual report as secretary as 
follows:

Report of Secretary. 


We close another year of work in our 
especial field with a good deal of satis- 
faction, fur we feel.that, much has been 

’ accomplished, especially at a point where 
it cannot fail to impress the most casual 
observer. 

We refer to the transformation which 
has been wrought at the Boulders. 

It is a matter of regret that a photo- 
graph of this place was not taken in the 
early days of our organization and as 
was suggested by one of our Directors, 
that comparisons might be made by all; 
bot must of us have in our minds a ve 
vivid picture of the state of chaos whic 
reigned there, 

It was Prof, Park, I believe, who wit- 
tily compared it to a ‘volcanic eruption,” 
and we felt that it was fitly described by 
Dr. Donald in the phiase “unspeakably 


ugly ” 
ut all this has been changed, although 
the work is by no means finished. 

Through the generosity of the town, 
the concrete walk has been extended 
from a point opposite the entrance to the 
B. & M. station, to the corner of School 
Street, thus framing the rors and givivg 
us some definite point frum which to 
work, 

When this was completed, the commit- 
tee in charge of the improvements felt 
the need of expert advice, befure incur- 
rig 833 expense. 

éy accordingly consulted Heber B. 
Clewley.-a landscape architect in the em- 
loy of the Shady Hill Nursery Co., who 
as recently done some very effective 
work for the No. Andover Improvement 
arent 

Mr. Cle wley has shown himself an ar- 
tist in his profession; the grouping and 
arrangement of trees.as indicated on the 
plan give promise of great beauty when 
we shall be able to carry out.the idea in 
the fall. 

The three paths leading from Ridge 
Street across the park which have been 
laid out, follow very nearly tie line of

shrubbery wherever a curve in the path 
was desired, thus making it the moat 
natural tning in the world to follow the 
seg lines. The borders of the paths 

ave been sodded, as well as the lower 
edge of the park. 

e have planted here two Purple 
Beeches and three of the American vari- 
ety, nine Carolina Pin Oaks at the upper 
side of the _— on a line with Ridge 
Street, one Black Walnut and one Ken- 
tucky Coffee Tree, one dorway and. two 
Rock Maples, one Japanese Ginkgo and 
one Liquidambar tree. 

The planting of shubbery has been, 
cenfined to four beds besides one of the 
paths. 

In these it has been massed for effect. 
The planting includes specimens of 
Spiraea, Fo:sythia, Hydrangea, Cornel, 
Japan and California Peviet, Snowball, 
Japan «quince, Sumach, Dwarf Maples, 
she gto Barberry and others. 

n November we received from the B 
& M. R. R. three large car-loads of rich 
loam which was spread heavily over the 
southern portion and grass seed sown.

I have dwelt at length upon the work 
which has been done at this place because 
it is by far the most important that we 
have undeitaken, and trom its location 
will always be conspicuous. 

Some of the Directors bave looked 
with envious eyes upon the land back of 
the Old South. Cemetery, realizing tbat 
its wild beauty might be greatly en, 
hanced and feeling that it. would be a 
misfortune to the town if any portion of 
it sheuld ever be built upon; but its own- 
er did not care to consider the sale of it. 

“Manse Green” has received special 
care during the year; the grass has been 
carefully cut with a scythe to prevent 
loosening the grass roots before they be- 
came firmly established, and the plot 
has remained beautifully green all sum- 
mer, in marked contrast to its parchea 
rance in seasons past. 
small sum has oem expended in 
bay hae the plot at Marland Village. 

At. Memorial Hall new roots of Ampe- 
lopsis Veitchii have replaced thuse 
which have died, and wire trellis for the 
Clematis’ paniculata has been placed at 
the sides of the porch. The ivies are 
looking well, most of them baving a good 
start, and the Clematis has blussomed 
for the first time. 

We have made arrangements to have 
some. plants of the Ampelopsis Veitcbii 

lac about. the Pumping Station at 


Haggett's Pond, another spring. In time 


we hope to see all of our public buildings 
covered with this beautiful vine. 

At Prof. Harris’ suggestion it was de. 
cided to build a seat around one of the 
trees on the hill. Prof. Harris tvok 
charge of the matter, assumed one baif 
of the expense, and the result has been a 
picturesque and comfortable resting 
place at the terminus of the car tracks 

The settee formerly on the’ Hill has 
been removed to Frye Village, in front of 
the Hall, where it seems tu meet a long 
felt want ‘ - : 

In responce to a suggestion from one 
of our Directors, the Smith & Duve Co. 
have placed a 10w of maples on their 
land near the sidewalk in Abbott Viilage ; 
a few years growth will give a welcome 
shade where it is much needed and we 
are grateful for the improvement. 

In April we presented @ petition to the 


‘Selectmen, usking thatthe stage in the 


Town Hall be peimanently fitted with 
foot-lights and a drop-light; and later this 
improvement was made. 

The work of caterpillar destruction 
has reached greater propurtions this year 
than. ever before, and we feel that the 
farmers especially owe the children a 
debt of-gratitude for their interest and 
vigilance. The- largest collection, num- 
bei ing 2000 belts, was made by Clarence 
Pierce, John Karcher collected 2036 and 
George Howell, 1885. The sum total of 
the collections was 41,425 belts. ;

IRISH VICE REGAL DRAWING 
ROOMS. 


(From the London Mail.) 

It is curious to note the difference be- 
tween the Dublin drawing rooms and 
the queens’ ‘drawing rooms,-as they are 
held at Buckingham palace. The Irish 
court function takes place in,the eve- 


ning about 10 o'clock, and what is a pop 
ular departure from the accepted Eng- 
lish custom, light refreshments are pro- 
vided before the guests depart. These 
refreshments are arranged on buffets 
down on side of St. Patrick’s hall and 
are always eaten standing, there is no 
sit-down supper. The throne room con- 
tains a chair of state, in front of which 
the lord lieutenant stands, with his 
wife by his side. When any lady is pre 
sented, the lord lieutenant shakes hands 
with her and kisses her upon the cheek. 
She curtsies to him in return and bows 
to his wife, as she retires toward the 
picture gallery. In the case of a lady 
who is only attending a drawing-room, 
she receives no kiss. Men almost inva- 
riably accompany their wives and 
daughters to a London drawing-room, 
anf a woman's. court dress has the 
same long train, with feathers and veil, 
as is the rule here. Many other ar- 
rangements are similar to those, at 
Buckingham. The hall of the castle is 
lined with soldiers,.and the staircase 
with rows of servants in plendid liv- 
ery. Cards are given up much in the 
same way as they are in England; the 
Alfred A. Heroux, better known as 
“Heroux, the Clothier,” makes the fol- 
lowing announcement to the public:

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FRUIT SCONES, 

Four cups of flour, two teaspoonfuls 
baking powder, one-half teaspoonful 
salt, one-quarter teaspoonful grated 
nutmeg, three tablespoonfuls butter, four 
tablespoontuls sugar, -one cup smal} rai- 
sins, milk to make soit dough (about one 
and oné-quarter cups). Sift flour, baking 
powder, salt, sugar and nutmeg together, 
rub in the butter, mix in the raisins, add 
the milk gradually, until a soft dough 
lg formed. Turn on a well-floured board, 
divide in two parts, form each into a 
round and roll until large enough to 
cover a pie plate; place in a greased pie

‘#ections, Bake about twenty minutes 
in @ moderate oven. Rub together one 
tablespoonful sugar and one of milk, and 
when the scones are baked brush them 
over with this syrup, put back in the 
oven for a few seconds, break apart and 
serve hot or cold, as preferred. 


CHICKEN CURRY. 

Cut the chicken at the joints and re- 
move the breast.bones, Wipe, season 
with salt and pepper, dredge with flour 
and brown lightly in hot butter; Put in 
a stewpan; fry one large onion, cut in 


thin slices in the butter left in the pan | 


‘till colored, but not browned, Mix one 
large tablespoonful of cornstarch, one 
teaspoonful of sugar, and one table- 
spoonful of curry powder, and brown 
them in the butter. Add slowly one cup 
of water or stock and one cup of strained 
tomatoes, or one sour apple chopped, 
and salt and pepper to taste.

CREAMY SAUCE, 

Cream one-quarter of a cup of butter, 
add one-half a cup of powdered, sifted 
sugar, slowly, then two tablespoonfuls 
of fruit syrup and two tablespoonfuls of 
¢ream. Beat well, and just before sery- 
ing place the bowl over hot water and 
stir until smooth and creamy, hut not 
enough to melt the butter. It is not in- 
tended to be a hot sauce, and if the sauce 
becomes oily in heating, place the bowl 
in cold water and beat until smooth like 
thick cream, Omit the syrup if desired, 
and use instead half a cup of cream 
and one teaspoonful of lemon or vanilla. 
Nice on any hot pudding. 


SPONGE PUDDING. 

Boll one pint of milk, wet with a little 
ada one-half a cup of powdered, sifted 
and one-third of a cup of cornstarch, 
and stir into the boiling milk. Cook until 
it thickens and is smooth, stirring con- 
stantly. Add a quarter of a cup of but- 
ter, and when well mixed, cool it and 
stir into it the well-beaten yolks of four 
eggs; then the four whiteérbeaten stiff, 
Turn into a buttered shallow dish, place. 
the dish-in a pan of hot water in the 
oven and bake 20 minutés. Serve at

ONE-EGG LUNCH CAKE, 

One tablespoonful butter, one scant cup 
of sugar, one egg, One and one-half cups 
of flour, three-quarters, cup of milk

gradually, then the well-beaten egg, sift 
the flour and baking powder together, 
add the flour and milk to the mixture, 
beat well; then add the currants.

Add three 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder to one cup 
of flour, mix with the batter, ‘then mix 
with flour enough to roll out, but as 
soft as possible, the softer the better, 
Cut with a sharp, round cutter and bake 
until a light brown in a quick oven, 


FRIED OYSTERS. 

Blanch oysters and dry on a cloth be- 
fore frying to save the fat from spat- 
tering, and when the egg and cracker 
crumbs are brown the oysters are suffi- 
ciently cooked.

Pick over and wash thoroughly one 
pint of rice, put it Ina deep dish, add one 
pint, of. oyster-liquor which has been 
fcatded and strained, Set in a steamer, 
cover closely and cook until tender and 
the lHquor is absorbed; stir into it while 
hot one-half cup of butter; beat two 
eggs very light and add them when the 
rice has partly cooled. Butter indi- 
vidual shells or patty pans and divide 
the rice among them.

Seed and chop a cupful 
of raisins, and mix all together with one 
and one-half cups molasses; stir well and 
add a little flour and water. Do not hurry 
the baking or it willrunout.

MOCK OYSTERS. 

Two cupfuls of corn (cut the corn from 
the ear or use the canned-corn), two 
beaten eggs, two tablespoonfuls of four 
enough to Keep the egg and corn.to- 
gether, salt and pepper. If canned corn 
is used, add two tablespoonfuls of milk, 
Fry in small cakes’ in, butter, When 
highly seasoned they have the flavor of 
oysters. 


SAND TARTS. 

One cup butter, one and one-half cups 
of sugar, three eggs, whites ‘and yolks 
beaten separately, one tablesponful 
water, one-half teaspoonful baking pow- 
der, mixed in enough flour to make stiff 
enough to roll.

small sum has been expended in 
caring for the plot at Marland Village. 

At Memorial Hall new roots of Ampe- 
lopsis Veitchii have replaced — those 
which have died, and wire trellis for the 
Clematis paniculata has: been placed at 
the sides of the porch. The ivies are 
looking well, most of them having a good 
start, and the Clematis has blossomed 
for the first time. 

We have’ made arrangements to have 
some plants of the Ampelopsis Veitcbii 

aced about the Pumping Station at 

aggett's Pond, another spring. In time 
we bupe to'see all of our public buildings 
covered with this beautiful vine. 

At Prof. Harris’ suggestion it was de 
cided to build a seat around one of the 
trees on the hill. Prof. Harris tuok 
charge of the matter, assumed one baif 
of the expense, and the result has been.a 
picturesque and comfortable resting 
place at the terminus of the car tracks 

The settee formerly on the Hill bas 
been removed to Frye Village, in front of 
the Hall, where it seems tv meet a lung 
felt want 

In responce to a suggestion from one 
of our Directors, the Smith & Dove Co. 
have placed a 1ow of maples on their 
land near the sidewalk in Abbott Village; 
a few years growth will give a welcome 
shade where it is much needed and we 
are grateful for the improvement. 

In April we presented a petition to the 
Selectmen, asking that the stage in the 
Town Hall be permanently fitted with 
foot-lights and a drop-light; and latér this 
improvement was made. 

The work of caterpillar destruction 
has reached greater propurtions this year 
than ever before, and we feel that the 
farmers especially owe the children a 
debt_of gratitude for their interest and 
Vigilance. The largest collection, num- 
be: ing 2000 belts, was made by Clarence 
Pierco, John Karcher collected 2036 and 
George Howell, 1885. The sum total of 
the collections was 41,425 belts. 

Through the.spring, summer and aut- 
umn _the street committee tried to keep 
the Square and adjacent streets clear of 
flying papers, etc. Collections of rub 
bish were made unce a week ordinarily, 
sometimes twice. The work was made 
easier by the greater attention paid by 
sume of our merchants to’ neatness of 
the street in front of their stores. 

The committee on the preservation of 
natuial bewuties has interested itself in 
the marking of trees by the roadside 
with a “State Nail,” and has been able 
to co-operate with the Park Commission- 
ers in this work which will be more oP. 
preciated by another generation possibly 
than by our own. 


At the last towo meeting fifty dollars 


was appropriated forthe care of the 
Dump to be expended under the care of 
our Society. Thecommittee report that 
about three-fifths of this had been ex- 
pended on Jan. 1st, when the town ac- 
counts closed. The remainder was used 
before another apprupriation became 
available. 

Early in the winter. an effort was made 
to inciease our funds by an illustrated 
lecture, which was given by the Rev. 
Peter MacQueen, of Somerville. in the

GOOD COOKERY | 
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FRUIT SCONES, 

, Four. cups of flour, two teaspoonfuls 
baking powder, one-half teaspoonful 
salt, one-quarter teaspoonful grated 
nutmeg, three tablespoonfuls butter, four 
tablespoonfuls sugar, one cup small rai- 
sins, milk to make sott dough (about one 
and one-quarter cups). Sift flour, baking 
powder, salt, sugar and nutmeg together, 
rub in the butter, mix in the raisins, add 
the milk gradually, until a soft dough 
is formed. Turn on a well-fioured board, 
divide in two parts, form each into a 


round and roll until large enough to, 


cover a pie plate; place in a greased pie 
piate and with the back of a large 
knife divide each cake into eight 
sections, Bake about twenty minutes 
im a moderate oven. Rub together one 
tablespoonful sugar and one of milk, and 
when the scones are baked brush them 
over with this syrup, put back in the 
oven for a few seconds, break apart and 
serve hot or cold, as preferred, 


CHICKEN CURRY, , 


Cut the chicken at the joints and re- | 


move the breast bones. Wipe, season 
with salt and pepper, dredge with flour 
and brown lightly in hot butter, Put in 
a stewpan; fry one large onion, cut in 
thin slices in the butter left in the pan 
till colored, but not browned. Mix one 
large tablespoonful of cornstarch, one 
teaspoonful of sugar, and one table- 
spoonful of curry powder, and brown 
them in the butter. Add slowly one cup 
of water or stock and one cup of strained 
tomatoes, or one sour apple chopped, 
and salt and pepper to taste. Pour this 
sauce over the chicken and simmer one 
hour, or till tender, add one cup of hot 
milk or cream, boil one minute longer, 
and serve with a border of boiled rice, 


CREAMY SAUCE, 

Cream one-quarter of a cup of butter, 
add one-half a cup of powdered, sifted 
sugar, slowly, then two tablespoonfuls 
of fruit syrup and two tablespoonfuls of 
cream. Beat well, and just before serv- 
ing place the bowl over hot water and 
stir until smooth and creamy, hut not 
enough to melt the butter. It is not in- 
tended to be a hot sauce, and if the sauce 
becomes oily in heating, place the bowl 
ihn cold water and beat until smooth like 
thick cream. Omit the syrup if desired, 
and use instead half a cup of cream 
and one teaspoonful of lemon or vanilla. 
Nice on any hot pudding. 


SPONGE PUDDING, 

Roll one pint of milk, wet with a little 
add one-half a cup of powdered, sifted 
and,one-third of a cup of cornstarch, 
and stir into the boiling milk. Cook until] 
it thickens and is smooth, stirring can;

Two cupfuls of corn (cut the corn from 
the ear or use the canned corn), two 
beaten eggs, two tablespoonfuls of four 
enough to keep the egg and corn to 
gether, salt and pepper. If canned corn 
is used, add two tablespoonfuls of milk. 
Fry in small cakes in butter, When 
highly seasoned they have the flavor of 
oysters, 


SAND TARTS. 

One cup butter, one and one-half cups 
of sugar, three eggs, whites and yolks 
beaten separately, one _ tablesponful 
water, one-half teaspoonful baking pow- 
der, mixed in enough flour to make stiff 
enough to roll.

Then our fastidious Andover patron

The funeral of the’ late Michael- T.

Andover Police Oppose the Petition of the 
Lawrence Bar Association. 


The hearing before the joint committee 
on judiciary relative to the bill for a dis- 
trict court, to include Lawrence, North 


Andover, Methuen and Andover, was 


held Tuesday morning at the State 
House, Boston. 
The Lawrence contingent included 
Charites~ A. DeVourey, Judge Stone, .W. 
F, Moyes, Jobn J. Donovan, Josepli Don- 
oyan, J. P. 8S. Mahoney, W.J. Bradley, 
and Wilbur E. Rowell. Hon, Newton P. 
Frye and George L. Harris wére present 
from North Andover, Hon. William M. 
Rogers, A. B. Gordon, Joseph E. Buswell, 
Hon. J. O. Parker, Rev. Nathan Bailey, 
George W. Tenney and George O. Marsh 
from.Methuen and Representative .Odlin 
from Andover. ~ 
Mr. DeCourcy opened in favor of the 
petition. He said that the proposed act 
was favored by the Lawrence Bar Asso- 
cjation and by the citizens. He declared 
that the tendency of the state was to es- 
tablish district courts as shown b 
fact that Worcester, Norfolk and

S80X 
were the only counties in which there 
were trial justices to avy number. Even 
now all the civil business of the section 
covered by the bill was carried on in 
the Lawrence Court. He said that a dis- 
trict court must come sooner or later; the 
only question was whether er not now 
was the advisable time. A district court 
was for the interest of the commonwealth 
as it would mean a saving of money. 
Then again, it would be more convenient 
to all parties concerned. Mr, DeCourcey 
further said that police and_ district 
courts were courts of records while those 
presided over by trial justices were not. 

Mr. Parker, of Methuen, spoke in re- 
monstrance. He said ,he..was one of a 
committee of five appointed to appear at 
the hearing. He read the resolutions 
passed at a recent town metting in Me- 
thuen. He said that Methuen wanted 
home rule. 
would cause inconvenience and he also 
spoke of the hardship, which would be 
ivflicted upon the prisoners, in having 
them transported on the street cars. All 
he could see in the proposition was an 
attempt on the part of the lawyers to 
secure more business, 

Rev. Nathan Bailey also dwelt upon 
the matter of transportation. He pro- 
phesied that if a district court was es- 
tablished an effort-would later be made 
to increase the salaries of the court of:

The only object for which I write, in: 
these communications, is to correct, 80 
faras I can, some misundeistandings 
which have arisen, and which, if indulged 
in, promote, in the life ot our town, alien- 
ation of feeling and a spirit unfriendly to 
hearty and effective cooperation for the 
common good, Some of these misappre- 
hensions seemed to tind a clear and 1ing- 
ing voice in the statements which I 
copied as reported in the carefully 
edited Zvening Transcript and seemingly 
specially guaranteed by the use of marks 
of quotation, I had known,in a recent 
instance, of a reporter for that payer ask- 
ing for a manuscript used ata hearing 
before a legislative Committee, and of 
his embodying it in his report marked 
uy the same signs as enclosed all but one 
of the citations on which I commented. 
I used them, without mentioning any 
pame, as the reported remarks of “one of 
our townsmen.’ For it was not their 
personal source, but their representative 
significance,in which I was interested. 
Iwelcome Mr, Odlin’s corrections and 
disclaimers, first of all, as a matter of 
justice to him, and, beyond that, for any 
aid he may thus render in getting before 
the public the real facts in the case, If 
these show evils to be remedied, I shail 
be Fae to him for pointing them out, 
and reaay to do whatever I canin help- 
ing to removethem. He refers to me as 
representing the “Trustees of Phillips 
Academy.” I cannot claim that honor. 
dor have I written with the knowledge 
of any Trustee, nor from consultation 
with, nor at the prompting or suggestion 
of anyone. I am writing as a fellow- 
townsman.of.Mr. Odlin, as one resident 
in Andover long enough to be tiioroughly 
interested in its good name and °pros- 
perity, liable indeed to bias from offi- 
cial relationships, yet perhaps all the 
more desirous to discover the whole 
truth in its bearing on the well-being of 
the entire community. 

Now what is Mr. OJlin’s contention? 
Itis two-fold, First, that the scientificand 
literary institutious, of the Common- 
wealth ure more a burden on their locali- 
ties than a benefit w them: Secondly, 
that to 1emedy. this evil their eilire 
property should be taxed for the benefit 
of these localities. And then he 
adds, as a special personal reason, 
that he is bound todo what he. can to 
bring about such taxation because of 
a pledge he has, in some unexplaibed 
way, given to his constituents, or to a 
| majority of them, aud which has been 
‘ either required by them, or accepted, or 
both, this aspect of the matter being 
left also in some degree of obscurity. 

I will state, m-order that there may be 
no misinterpretation, Mr, Odlin’s first 
contention in his own words: ‘“‘the benefit 
is not commensurate with the burden.’ This 
remark covers not only the situation in 
Anaover, but wherever there are similar 
sxecegtene from taxation, But in his 
specification of what he is trying to do, 
he designates Phillips Academy, and in his 
justification pleads that he is bound to 
secure @ taxation of “all the- property of 
Phillips Academy,’’ and this, ‘as the repre 
sentative of people of Andover, that is, 
because this is their will.”

uestion as to whether, somewhere else

If 
this were proved, it would not follow 
that Mr. Odlin’s remedy is’ either equit- 
able or expedient. But it would give a 
basis for un appeal for relief, so far as 
such need were shown. 

Let us consider our own case.
